As a rule everyone was happy. And after reading the above un- 
solicited testimonials, you would think so. But most good rules have 
exceptions. And we had a few that were not so happy. One new bid- 
der gave as reference the name of a bank that does not exist. Another 
new bidder, unknown to us, wanted $100 worth of coins before pay- 
ing his auction account. The sale terms call for payment before de- 
livery of coins, where no credit reference has been established. An- 
other irresponsible person would not take up and pay for the 1861 
cent brilliant uncirculated that he bid in, but wrote that he wanted to 
see the coin first. | have handled and sold hundreds of these in my 43 
years and ought to know, and prefer to sell to those who believe that 
| do know if a coin is brilliant uncirculated. Another collector insisted 
that the 1845 half-dollar, O mint, double-cut date, was a die break 
and not the double-cut date, and was disrespectful of my opinion, 
and an irresponsible person who would not take up his lot. He is the 
loser in several ways. The coin was a splendid specimen, and one 
of the finest | have had in 43 years, and after having cracked the dies 
for my book on dollars, | believe | know this easy one. 

We do not recommend cellophane envelopes for coins. The material 
deteriorates and becomes brittle in time, and discolors coins. Besides, 
coins look better not covered. We have bought several collections that 
were in these envelopes, and we do not like it. If you want clear 
envelopes, buy the heavier acetate enviopes for coins. We prefer coin 
cabinets, and trays, and individual blocks or boxes for coins. Staples 
are bad to use with coins, and so unnecessary. Rubber bands are bad. 
Laquer is bad. Gummed tape is not advised. Cleaning should be done 
sparingly and with experience. 

It can’t be done. Some collectors bidding for the first time at my sales 
seem to manage to get their bid sheet to me the morning of the sale, 
giving their bank reference but no deposit. This is too late to allow 
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time to look up the reference, and the bids can not be entered. Some 
other bidders unknown to me give A.N.A. or other club membership as 
their reference of good standing. This can not be considered as a credit 
reference. The name of your bank or of some other coin dealer from 
whom you have had coins on open account, is a suitable reference. 
Are you among the fortunate? If you have a collection of early large 
cents in choice condition, you can be counted among the lucky and 
wealthier than you were. There is a big rise in the prices of the early 
dates when in choice condition, largely the result of the recent appear- 
ance of Dr. William Sheldon’s splendid book entitled EARLY AMERICAN 
CENTS. In my 177th sale a 1793 cent, chain AMERI, Crosby 1-A in very 
fine condition sold at $260. Another 1793 cent, wreath type, Crosby 
9-G extremely fine sold at $165. An uncirculated cent of 1797 sold at 
$120. And the fine 1799 cent in this last sale of ours sold for $190. 
Dozens of others brought new record prices. There is much to say for 
Dr. Sheldon’‘s book, and it is all good. If you do not have a copy get one.
